ders did yearly, with 3000 Bufſles,raife that - prodigious Maſs of 

'Treaſure, before mention'd, and. implay'd gooo other Ships 

and Veſlels, and 150 000 Perſons by Sea and Land, to make 

Proviſion, 'ro Cure and Tranſport the Fiſt they took in one 

Seaſon, but now 'tis much greater ; fince then a Fiſhery is fo 

_defirable a thing, a Jewel of ſich ineſtimable value, and an 
_ "-inexhanſtable Treakire, and has been ſo declared by Parlia- 

p ments, and: by common conſent of all Learned and publick 
ſpirited Men, confirmed by daily experieace under our own 
Noſes, and heartily wiſht for by all. 

What miſchievous:/Fate, or what hall I call it, hinders a 
matter of ſuch Conſequence for che Honour, Riches and fafe- 
ty of the Kingdom, to paſs from-time to time unattempted 
and unregarded, ſeems lictle lefs than a Miracle ? *Tis too ob- 
| fervable, that laſt Year, whilſt ſome were calking of a Fiſher 

here, the French actually »ſent Five hundred Sail to Newfoand d- 
lend to catch Fiſh : That poſlibly, without Preſumption it may 
be affirmed, if ever a Fiſhery be raiſed in Sopland, .and ſuc- 
| cefsfully carried on, it muſt be by the Poor and their Revenue; 


for all other Fiſheries that may be underraken with joint Stocks, 
as the Royal Fiſhery, 8c, can do nothing in this Caſe, becauſe 
their .Fund once gone, either by i management, Loſſes er 
the Extravagant;Sallaries of Officers, Charge of Warehouſes, 
Ships and Seamen &c. they mult of neceflity break, and time 
alone with their\'beſt management would eitea their Rujne 3 
whereas the other has a yeaily Supply for its. ſuppore, .if it 
were-neceiſary to continue it, nor can they catch Fiſh fo. 
cheap, nor ſell them { good obeap as. others in Foreign Mar-" . 
kers, nor ſell them at home, pou therefore muſt dwindle to 
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
